File covers various cases of requests for extradition and routine transfer between prisons 
from outside Northern Ireland. Most notably, this includes detailed papers on the legal 
negotiations, human rights aspects (specifically the view of the Standing Advisory Commission 
on Human Rights - SACFIR) and high level official meetings held concerning the high profile 
extradition involving two senior Republicans Brendan McFarlane and Gerry Kelly, who had 
been at large since the 1983 Maze escape, and were living in the Netherlands. This case had 
caused problems for the UK Government's extradition case which was heard in a Dutch 
court, where it was argued by the counsel for the defence that the two fugitives should not 
be extradited due to the political nature of their offences.
